Squires, signal officer, several days 
ago. and Gen.

of the aircraft division, who today 
asked for a set of the pings. 
Mr. Conner has a set of mo^s 
with which the plugs ean be made 
and as soon as he can find a drafts«' 
man, will make them 
and forward 
them to the government. The letter 


from the chief engineer warned Mr. 
Conner against 
using 
porcelain in 
making the plugs. 
Mr. Conner h id 
already discovered 
that 
p>redain 
was not practical for 
the installa­ 
tion of the plugs because the ex­ 
pansion and contraction was differ­ 
ent from that of metal.

use pyrx ware (new glass) which is 
able to withstand changes of tem­ 
perature.

The city council is preparing

enforce a law passed by the

legislature providing that the coun­ 
ty shall pay for the lighting of the 
decorative street lamps abutting on 
the real estate of the county. 
Un­ 
der the ruling of the public service 
commission the 
city 
is allowed a 
credit 
of 
$5 
for 
each 
of 
the 
street lamps 
as a 
public 
utility 
earning and if this same rate is ap­ 
plied under this new law the coun­ 
ty will have to 
pay for 
at least 
twelve 
of the lamps and possibly 
more. 
This 
innocent 
appearing 
law 
promises to bring into the city treas­ 
ury at least $1,440 
a year. 
The 
matter was left 
to thè water 
and 
light committee and the city attor­ 
ney was instructed to draw 
up the 
resolution as is provided in the act. 
Thè committee will 
investigate be­ 
fore asking for any definite 
sum 
from the county council. 
The law is found on pages 304- 
309 of the 
acts of 1917. 
Among 
other things the act 
provides that 
when a city contemplates installing 
a lighting system such 
as 
is 
in 
Rushville the county ^hall pay the 
expense of installation around 
all 
property owned by the county. There 
was an emergency clause on the act, 
but the law was not discovered un­ 
til- the aefcr were received.

beeama a law without the signature 
of the governor.

f^od director today. “This crop can 
be 
grown 
on 
Indiana light, 
well 
drained 
sandy 
soil very 
well, but 
should not he 
planted on stiff d a y 
soils.. 


“Sweet potatoes are grown from 
slips or sprouts that come up when 
mature tubers are 
imbedded in the 
soil «and can usually be 
purchased 
from market gardeners who deal in 
plants for transplanting, 


“Land on which 
these are 
to be 
planted should be thrown up, after 
plowing into ridges, a foot high and 
three feet apart to aid 
in draining 
and warming the soil. The slips are 
set on the ridges, sixteen inches a- 
part, in a 
wedge 
shaped 
opening 
made by a spade, the soil then being 
packed firmly around the 
plants.” 
“Sweet potatoes should be dug be­ 
fore the vines 
are killed by frost. 
They should be 
stored in a 
warm, 
dry place.”
